Tlie rediscovery of Mendel's laws of heredity 
.. was another of those strange, but not ran-, 
coincidences of science. In 1900, three men 
Independently arrived nt Mendel's conclusions 
— that the characteristics of parents are passed 
on to their offspring in regular, numerical pre- 
dictable ways. The science of Rcnctlcs was born. 

The basic units of heredity ore tiic Rones, 
thousand* of chemical molecules strung along 
the threadtlke substances called chromosomes 
Inside cells. (There »re 40 chromosomes in hu- 
mans. The known record Is 520 chromosomes' 
in a plant recently discovered In Peru.) 

In sexual reproduction, each parent contrib- 
utes half the chromosomes. In place of the 



■.Res-old belief that heredity was a "blending" 
of the traits of the parents, each new ncnerntion 
Is now seen to be a reshuffling of the genetic 
deck of cards. 

It was one of the three scientists, the Dutch- 
man Hugo dc Vrlcs, who linked genetics to 
evolution. lie had previously discovered the 
phenomenon he called "mutation" in the

Dc Vries pointed out that new forms must 
come about first through mutations. They arc 
then sifted for survival value by the demands 
cf environment.

When they have arisen they must justify 
their existence before the tribunal of natural 

Today the world of living things is viewed 
as an infinite number of "adaptive peaks," some 
millions of them occupied by various organisms. 

The story of mart, and his climb to his present 
peak, Is another chapter.
